Work and Value 
Work has dignity, work is worth­ 
while, only under 
c e r t a i n condi- 
I lions. One of these conditions can 
I be e x p r e s s e d in this way: 
Does 
j the work increase or create value'.’ 
A piece of iron is worth far less 
; than the same iron made into steel 
watch springs. The work done adds 
to the cost, of course, but also to 
the real value. A weedy, eroded 
held is not worth what the same 
held is worth when it has been 
worked, 
fertilized, 
planted, 
cul­ 
tivated and a fine crop of pota­ 
toes, cotton, wheat or what not is 
growing there. Karl Marx pointed 
this out in the 19th century, only 
he o v erlook ed 
so m eth in g 
im p or­ 
tant. 
lie seems to have had the 
notion that the only work that adds 
to the value of things is manual 
labor. 


It is true, as he said, that the 
toil of the miners goes into the 
value of the coal you burn; but 
he was wrong in thinking that 
labor contributes everything, man­ 
agement nothing 
A president (a 
good one, no stuffed shirt) sitting 
in his office may not do enough 
physical work in the course of a 
week to raise a drop of perspira­ 
tion. But his plans and decisions 
are work too, and they may add 
more value to what his plant turns 
out than any 2d stevedores on the 
place.
